Tr is only w little inore than five months 
since Lord Salisbury and Baron 
Alphonse de Courcel, representing on 
the ono part the British Empire and on 
the other tha French Republic, sigacd 
an agreement in London dolimiting the 
boundaries of Siam and tie Fronch 
Colonies in the region of the proposed 
Buffer State. Osly five mouths sinca 
tho Press of France and Engluod wer 
lavishing praise upon the FPorcign 
Ministers of Brithin and France for 
amicably and pacifically arriving at a 
common basis on.o difficult point of 
forcign policy! In January last both 
countries were congratulated upon the 
settlement of the Siumese Question and 
it was thought at the time no further 
frontior. difiiculties were likely to arise 
for many years, But it is not char- 
actoristic of Frenchmen to let well 
alone, and we sre not astonished to find 
our French contempornries boldly ad- 
vocatiug the complete’ annexation of 
Siam by Frante. . Apparently the in- 
toxication of success is already at work, 
Madagascar was first invaded, then 
‘ protected,’ and finally annexed without 
a protest by the other Powors. An- 
nexation is in the air; no matter whe- 
ther it adds to the strength of France’ 
or whether it helps to Gill her im- 
poverished exchequer, so long as it feeds 
the craving for ‘la gloire’ and fiatters 
the vanity of a feather-headed poople. 
‘ Wo haye annexed Madagascar ; wo are 
obtnining political and commercial ad- 
vantazes from China; wich the assistance 
our dear ally, Russia, wae are onco again 
able to lift up our voice in Continental 
politics and eyeu, to harass the British 
administration in Egypt; let us annex 
Siem and add a new: jewel to the 
Colonial crown of tho Republic:’ so 
saya Le Courrier d’ Haiphong in effect. 
{In doing so, our contemporary is no 
more outspoken than tho majority of 
French newspapers, and expecially tha 
Colonial newspapers, whose editors talk 
of the disposal of continents much the 
same as thoy’ would of disposing of an 
oimelette or spending a night in the Fo- 
lies Bergeres. ‘That the French colonist 
should covet Siam we can woll under- 


traders ; and if they were ng ready t' 
Acespt advice as they are susceptible of 
their mica and national honour, wa 
would advinu them to be content with 
Tonkin and Annam ‘tnd to try ond 
mako of these placgs successful Colonies 
before they seek to pot hold of Siam, 

Le Courrier ¢ Haiphong is not un- 
aware of the Convention of Lith January, 
1896. After stating that ‘Tbe aifatra 
of Sinm are in grave disorder,’—-and wa 
heartily agree’ with our contemporary 
that the government and administration 
of Siam aro not models of perfection an 
that tho country is not so woll managed : 
as it should be i enlightened rulers— 
Le Courrier says: ‘Everything indi- 
cates that Siam, taking ite stand on the 
Convention of London, and relying on 
tho epconragerments of Enyland, is de- 
termined to create every possible obstacle 
in order to prevent French influence 
from becoming preponderant’ Admit 
that Le Courrier is right, ond what 
fault can be found with Siam? She 
has nothing better to base her indopon- 
dence upon then the aforesaid Convene, 
tion, and surely it is for Siam herself to 
say whether her own rulers or the French 
Minister are to dictate the internal or 
extornal policy of the Kingdom. Under 
the Convention, Great Britain and’ 
‘Franco have pledged thomacives to up- 
hold the independence of Siam. They 
undertake not to acquire .uny privileges 
or commercisl facilities which ore not 
extended to both of them in the delimit- 
ed territory. . By arriving at this agrec- 
mont, it ninst not bo assumed that Lord 
Salisbury is forfeiting any possible outlets 
for British energy, anterprise and capi- 
tal. Ina despatch to Lord Dufferin he” 
recognises that ‘the valley of the Meaam 
is eminently fitted to receive a high in« 
dustrial development. Possibly in course 
ot time it may ba the site of lines of 
communication which will be of consi- 
derable importance to neighbouring or: 
tions of tho British Empire, ‘There 
seems every prospect that capital’ will 
flow into this region if reasonable secu- 
rity is offored for its investment, and 
great advantaga would result to tho 
commerée snd industry of the world, 
and ‘espbeially of Great Britain, if, 
capitalists could be induced: te 
make such an application of tho 
force that they’ command.’ Hoe feels 
that Siameso independence, bas been 
socured ‘by the Convention, and adds 
that any alteration in the ownership of 
the territory secured for Siam, with the 


stand. «Past experionee teaches that 
the first colonists of French territorial 
acquisitions have many opportunities of 
fillog their pockets. Not that they do 
so in legitimate trade, for wherever the 
power of the French Republic extends 
the blight of protective tariffs is fatal to 
the expansion *bf trade; but the posses- 
sion of new colonies means an increase 
of officials, and in France and her co- 
lonies the percentage of officials is high 
in proportion to the population. 

tt is amusing if nothing else to en- 
quire what justification or excuse there 
can bo for tho annexation of, Siom by 
to Siam as ‘The Pearl of the East,’ says 
that Siam has been twice offered to 
France, but that with unheard-of unsol- 
fishness the treasure was rofused, the 
second time go recently as 1803. * All 
Freichmen of good sense,’ we are. told, 
‘ should insist’on the absolute necessity 
of including Siam in the possessions of 
Francein Indo-Chinu, Despite all op- 
position, the unity of Indo-China, the 
progress af its peoples, the peace and 
‘prosperity of this part-of the world 
demand that Mrance should add Siam to 
her Colonial Empire” So far’ as: we 
haye been able to dixcover: from the| 
article of our contemporary tho chief 
reason for annexation is tha fear that 
Great Britain will absorb Siam. .The 
Court ot Bangkok, it-appears, is ingling, 
for annexation by Britain, but usa set- 
off to this ‘the Siamese people would 
welcome Fronch civilisation with open 
arms, Many of the Princes who ara 


obliged to appear hostile to France are 
in reality her friends [which would ap- 
pear to indibata that the French ara 
carrying on es ae within the paluce 
at Bangkok]. Her only enemies.are in 
the Court pa which is sold to Eng- 
land, some European’ employés,. and 
English traders who fear .for their 
monopolies.’ The sasassination of French 
protég6s in ‘the interior, the disordors at 
Chantaboon, the monopolies granted to 
the. English at Battambong, ond ‘the 
constant insolence of the. Siamese (pre- 
sumably towards Frenchmen in general, 
but against the. Freack Minister at 
Bangkok and the Legation officials and 
servants in particular), make itobligatory’ 
on French. statesmen and the Govern- 
ment of Hanoi to watch Siam narrowly, 
and the'result of their efforts will be an 
inestimable prize, : 

Now, if Le Courri: Haiphong 
could make good tha Ww. its asser- 


tions there might ba a valid reason for 
invading Siam and assuming the con- 
trol of the affairs of that miserably mis- 
governed country. But aven Le Ceur- 
rier would find it difficult to prove many 
of ita assertions. -Ir may be true that a 


Trodace of bighly restrictive tarifiy, 
would ba a heavy-blaw ta the vary con- 
siderable trade carried on between Siam 
and the Burmego frontier. It is easy 
to sce that whilst the British Premior 
has no intention of impinging upon 
the independenco of Siam or of breaking * 
faith with the French; be is not over- 
looking the possibility of a railway, 
promoted by British capital, connecting 
Burma with West China by way’ of the 
Shan States, and keeping this in view 
his recent reply too 
the Associated Chambers: of Commerce 
regarding trade routes to China, there- 
fore, must not bo regarded ns so dis- ©

The opening up of China to the investment. 
of onpital and trade operations ucoomplished 
by the Japanese themselves, while it deserves 
the commendation of alvilization, will even- 
tually prove another and, porhapa, the most 
serious drawbsok to the fatare trade of 
Japon. The mines, evil, and animal reaour- 
ces of China aro ag rich and produotivo os 
are those of Japan. ‘The Chinesa are noted 
for their ‘business integrity and ure rarely 
charged with failnro to live up to their trade 
agreements, Tabor of avery description is 
cheaper, and, in nearly every other reepoot, 
equal to thatof Japan, while it is in a0 much 
Greater abundance that it will not be jo a 
Position, for many yeara to come, to contion- 
ally and successfully demand inoreseed re- 
ward, In addition to this the inveatmont of 
foraign capital ia not, under present candi- 
tiona, repuleed, either by the Goveromont or 
the pecple of that country, Tho immediate 
reault of this is that vast sums are being in- 
vested by tho cspitalists of America, Europs, 
and Japan in the buildiag up of induetrica 
and the iatroduction of the most. approved 
mechanism.

Paurcela not exceeding 11 tbs, in weight 
are received in Hongkong and at British 
Post Olices in China, for transmission to 
the United Kingdom by P. & QO, Packet 
tid Gibraltar. No parcel is sent with tho 
Overland Mail via Brindisi, Parcels thore- 
fore arrive in Londen about eight days later 
than the Mail. - Parcels may be aealed, but 
any. parcel, even though sealed, is liable to 
be opened for examination. 

Parcels must be posted in Hongkong 
beforo 3 p.m. on the day before the dopar- 
ture of the Mail. Those arriving from the 
Coast, &c., after this hour are kept for the 
following 2. & O. Mail. “OS 

Tho Fostage is 4U cents per tb., and 25 
cents cach succouding fb or fraction of a tb.
